In this very practical age there is a widespread demand for the adop- 
tion of uniform methods in business, uniform systems of currency and 
weights and mefsures uniform laws in relation to many subjects, even a 
uniform language, and some people would have a uniform and simplified 
calendar, a uniform church, while the extremists in the ranks of labor would 
have all men and women become servants of the state, with no private 
ownership’ of property. In a word, there is a growing tendency to stan- 
dardize everything that can be standardized without giving, much thought 
to the all-important question whether such standardization would ultimate- 
ly prove to be of benefit to the human race. 


In order to provide for quantity production, standardization is neces-]' 


sary. The war emphasized that truth. Furthermore, standardization 
makes for economy in manufacture. Hardly anyone will deny that if it 
were possible to, standardize all makes of agricultural machinery, with all 
parts interchangeable, it would mean an cnormous saving in time, labor 
and money. And what is true in regard to implements of agricultural 
production is really true in many other lines. 


- 


Efforts which have been put forth in recent years in Canada to bring 
about a larger degree of uniformity in legislation are also along the right 
line. With a Federal Parliament and nine Provincial Legislatures all 
passing laws every twelve months, and in many instances all dealing with 
the same subject, the need for uniformity where it is at all possible is quite 
manifest if confusion is to be avoided and people enabled to have a clear 
understanding of the law. It is, therefore, gratifying to know that suc- 
€css is attending the efforts of those who are-striving to bring about uni- 
form insurance laws, uniform laws governing companies, a uniform divorce 
law, and so on. The various movements to establish throughout Canada 
uniform qualifications for doctors, lawyers, dentists, sclfool teachers, etc., 
60 that persons qualified in any of these professions in one Province will be 
eligible to follow them in another Province, are sane, sensible and economi- 
cally and nationally wise. ~ 


There are, however, some demands for uniformity which should receive 
careful scrutiny and serious consideration before they are complied with. 
Take, for example, the agitation for a common language. In the first 
place it is a waste of time because it is impractical. People will not re- 
limquish their mother tongue, and while it is right and proper that in an 
English-speaking country every child should be gbliged to learn English, 
and the teaching of English in every school should be insisted upon; it is 
the height of folly to expect all people to abandon the use of their native 
tongue, And to endeavor to provide a universal language for the world, 
whether it be English, or French, or Latin, or Esperanto, is futile. But 
even if it could be accomplished, would not the human race be the loser 
through such uniformity and the elimination of all the beauties of expres- 
sion of which every language\has its share? Even admitting the practical 
advantages of a universal language, would not the losses resulting there- 
from more than offset the practical advantages gained? 

Then there are, those who would have the metric or decimal system 
of weights, measures and* coinage adopted all over the world. Others 
would reform the calendar and provide for a year of thirteen months, each 
containing exactly four weeks, so that any given date would always fall 
on the same day of the week; that is, if the Ist, 8th, 15th and 22nd of Janu- 
ary were Sunday, so, too, would the same dates~in all the other months 
fall on Sunday, and what would be true of Sunday would be likewise true 
of every other day in the week. These changes would, of course, have 
their advantages, but in view of the trémendous upheavel they would work 
in so many ways, their adoption is very remote. Little is to be gained, 
therefore, in wasting time over them,_ 


But wherever it is possible to bring it about there should be uniformity 
in legislation within Canada. Such uniformity will tend to unify our 
people; it will have a tendency to develop that national spirit of which this 
Dominion stands so greatly in need. Quite as much as a protective tariff 
it will assist to develop interprovincial trade and enable Canadian industrial 
and financial institutions to do a successful business in Canada. The three 
Prairie Provinces of the West have advanced along this line to a far greater 
extent than the rest of Canada, and their examplasmay well be followed by 
the other Provinces, and also further developed here in the West.
